35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter, A "use" is non-statutory subject matter. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dunn et al in view of Asher et al. 

Dunn et al disclose a starch based texturizing agent and process for preparing comprising 
a combination of starch, gums, and whey protein, where the starch is heated prior to mixing (see 
entire document). 

The claims differ as to the heating of the entire mixture and the specific use of whey 
protein concentrate. 

Asher et al disclose a texturizing agent and process of preparing comprising heating of the 
mixture and the use of whey protein concentrate. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to heat the entire mixture and use whey protein concentrate as taught by 
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Asher et al in that of Dunn et al because heating may take place either before or after addition of 
all components and whey protein concentrate is a conventional source of whey protein. 

In the absence of unexpected results, it is not seen how the claimed invention differs from 
the teachings of the prior art. Applicant's claims are drawn to a combination of known 
components which produces expected results, see In re Kerkhoven 205 USPQ 1069 and In re 

Gershonl52 USPQ 602. 

All of the claim limitations have been considered. None of them are seen as serving as 

basis for patentability. 

No claim is allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Tang discloses a fat mimetic system comprising starch, protein, and gum (see entire 

patent). 

Whaley et al disclose hydrocolloid composition comprising starch, a gum, and protein (see 
entire document).
